I present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health 
for  the  year*  1 957  -

Population

The  population  continued  to  show  an  improved  trend,  albeit 


Births 

The  general  birth-rate  is  somewhat  lower  than  the  preceding 
year,  but  is  still  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  County  and  the  National 
Rate. 


There  was  an  unusually  large  number  of  still-births,  giving 
a high  Still-Birth  rate. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  Illegitimate  births , 
and  the  Illegitimate  birth-rate  compares  favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 

Deaths 

The  crude  death-rate  from  all  causes  was  low,  but  the  corrected 
death-rate,  for  comparative  purposes,  was  somewhat  higher  than  the  preceding 
year,  and  also  higher  than  the  County  and  National  Rates. 

Deaths  from  violent  causes  were  the  lowest  for  ten  years; 
there  were  only  2 such  deaths , one  suicide  and  one  accident . 

Cancer  deaths  remained  approximately  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  Cancer  Death-rate  in  the  District  is  appreciably 
lower  than  the  National  Rate.  27%  of  all  cancer  deaths  were  due  to 

Cancer  of  Lungs  and  Respiratory  passages. 

There  was  a large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  District  compares  favourably  with  the 
National  Rate. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during 
the  year  was  relatively  small,  and  consisted  chiefly  of  measles,  whooping 
cough  and  scarlet  fever. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  less  common  infectious 

diseases . 


There  was  a very  large  drop  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  - from  9 cases  in  1956  to  2 cases  in  1 957 • 
There  were,  however,  3 deaths  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with  one  in 
1956. 

There  were  no  fresh  cases  of  Non  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
no  deaths  for  the  third  successive  year. 
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Environmental  Hygiene  & Sanitation 

There  is  very  little  adverse  comment  to  be  made  upon  Part  II 
of  the  Report.  The  Council  has  carried  through  an  excellent  housing 
programme  which  has  catered  for  the  majority  of  housing  problems  in  the 
District . 

Water  supplies  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quality 
and  quantity,  and  the  same  applies  to  milk  supplies. 

Pood  control  is  maintained  by  regular  inspections  and 
sampling  of  premises  concerned. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  building  of  the  Esso  Refinery  in 
the  western  boundary  of  the  District.  The  Refinery  will  have  a 
beneficial  effect  upon  the  economy  of  the  District,  but  it  will  also 
bring  problems.  There  will  almost  certainly  be  some  degree  of  small 
nuisance.  It  is  not  contemplated,  however,  that  this  will  be  serious 
in  degree.  Also  acclimatisation  should  be  quickly  reached.  In  addition 
there  may  be  nuisances  arising  from  oil  pollution  of  the  waters  and  shores 
of  the  Haven. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
the  Officers  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Source  of  Supply 
1 • Prescelly 

The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is 
the  Prescelly  gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water 
is  a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is 
impounded  in  a reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is 
controlled  by  routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before 
and  after  treatment. 

2.  Thornton 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  area  (Haverfordwest  Rural  District 
Council)  are  impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective 
capacity  of  16,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory 
and  is  pumped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes,  under 
drought  conditions  or  other  failure  of  the  Prescelly  supply. 

Sampling 

Routine  sampling  at  source  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer's 
Department.  Samples  are  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Carmarthen, 
for  report.  This  sampling  includes  both  chemical  and  bacteriological. 

Routine  sampling  at  consumers  level  is  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Department.  Samples  are  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Analyst's  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  report.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  sampling  at  consumer  level  during  the  year 

Satisfactory  45

The  large  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  occurred  during 
a period  of  drought,  when  an  emergency  supply  had  to  be  used. 

Sampling  at  source  showed  that  the  water  from  the  Prescelly 
reservoir  was  being  adequately  treated  and  purified. 

General  Statistics 

There  is  practically  a 10Q&  piped  supply  in  the  District. 

The  total  daily  average  consumption  of  water  was  550,000 
gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  45  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day.

Milk  Special  Designation  Specification  of  Areas 

Notification  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  that  under  section  41  of  the  Food  & 

Drugs  Act,  1955>  the  Minister,  in  conjunction  with  the  Minister  of 
Health  is  to  make  an  Order  specifying  an  area  which  includes  the  Urban 
District  of  Milford  Haven  as  one  in  which,  from  the  appointed  day,  milk 
of  special  designations  only  may  be  sold  by  retail.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  Order  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  April  1958. 

Only  two  producer  retailers  within  this  district  will  be 
affected  and  they  will,  after  the  operative  date,  sell  their  milk  in 
bulk  to  one  of  the  establishments  in  Haverfordwest  where  the  milk  will 
be  subjected  to  heat  treatment.

Because  of  capital  restrictions  the  Council  have  ceased  to  provide 
more  garages,  but  have  laid  out  garage  sites  on  estates  where  tenants  may 
erect  their  own  garages. 

4.  Housing  the  Elderly 

Eighteen  single  bedroom  ground  floor  flats  have  been  provided 
since  1954  for  housing  the  aged.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the 
purchase  of  Hamilton  House,  Hamilton  Terrace,  which  will  be  converted  to 
ten  flatlets  for  elderly  ladies  and  a warden's  flat.

Overcrowding 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Eighty -four  cases  of  overcrowding  based  on  bedroom 

accommodation  were  relieved  during  the  year  including  thirteen  families 
moved  from  two  bedroom  houses  and  prefabricated  bungalows. 

Little  statutory  overcrowding  exists  in  the  town,  but  some 
fifty-eight  cases  of  bedroom  overcrowding  existed  at  31  st  December,  1 957 •

All  but  one  of  the  improved 
dwellings  are  owner/occupier.  Improvements  took  the  form  of  the  provision 
of  bathrooms,  hot  water  systems,  kitchens,  food  stores  and  additional 
bedrooms ,

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  within  the  urban  district  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Priory  refuse  tip.  One  Karrier  7 cu.yds.  petrol  engined,  one  Karrier 
7 cu.yds.  diesel  engined  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  one  10  cu.yds.  Ford 
diesel  engined  refuse  collection  vehicle  are  employed  in  the  collection  of 
refuse  and  salvage. 

Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  98*7%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area  are 
connected  to  tue  public  sewer.  The  parts  not  served  are  - 

Coombs  and  Cellar  Hill  Approx.  12  houses 

Gellyswick  " 6 " 

Steynton  Road  " 16  " 

Thirty-four  premises  in  the  area  are  served  with  cesspits. 

During  the  year  nine  pail  closets  within  the  area  were  abolished 
and  replaced  by  water  closets. 

The  present  drainage  system  of  the  town  was  installed  in  1932. 

Sewage  gravitates  to  a storage  chamber  at  Hakin  Point,  and  is  eventually 
discharged,  untreated,  on  the  ebb  tide.  There  are  occasional  complaints 
about  sewage  material  being  washed  up  on  the  beach.

Sewers 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  four 
hundred  and  sixty -three  manholes  were  baited,  and  December  when  four 
hundred  and  sixty -three  manholes  were  baited.  Sixty -two  bodies  were 

recovered. 

One  full  time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out 
surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used  are 
arsenious  oxide,  zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin.

No  official  camping  site  exists  in  the  area.  One  licence  was  issued 
during  the  year  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect 
of  the  caravans  at  Hubberston  Port .
